In reply I have to say that an order will be 
placed here for three fire extinguishers to be used in 
the barnes at the school. These will be forwarded, 
addressed to the Principal, and the account, in triplicate, 
will be sent to you. On receipt of the extinguishers, if 
in good condition, you should certify the account in the 
usual manner and forward for payment. 


The Department will approve of you incurring an 
expenditure not exceeding the sum of $25.00 in the pur- 
chase of the plank flooring required for the repairs in 
the horse stable. It is noted that you instructed the 
Principal to have the timing gears of the Lister lighting 
plant repaired. Please forward accounts, in triplicate, 
properly certified, covering the expenditure incurred 
in the purchase of the plank flooring and the repairs to 
the lighting plant. 


If possible, all these accounts should reach 
the Department before our booke close at the end of the 
present fiscal year, viz.: March Slet, next. 


With reference to the request that a large pump 
be supplied, to be used in emptying the septic tank, I

} /| would ask that you inform the Department concerning the

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type of pump recommended by the Principal and yourself 
and also the approximate cost. I would request, further, 
that you submit an estimate of the cost of erecting a 
emall ware~house, with cement floor, to be used for the 
storing of flour. Our funde are extremely limited, and 
it will not be possible to authorizé the supplying of 
the pump or the erection of the Ware-house until the 
Department is advised definitely concerning the cost in- 
volved. When this information is received, consider- 
ation will be given as to whether funds can be provided. 


Regarding any refille that may be required for 
the fire extinguishers, I would request that you arrange 
for the purchase, locally, of the chemicals necessary, 
if the refills are required at the present time. If 
you make the purchase, you should see that the Principal 
has the extinguishers overhauled and the refills in- 
Stalled and that all extinguishere on hand at the 
school are in good condition, ready for immediate use. 


I am not aware as to the circular referred to 
by you regarding refille for fire extinguishers. The 
latest circular with reference to fire equipment and 
the prevention of fire hazard was addressed to Prin- 
ecipals of echoole, in February, 1932. A copy is 
enclosed.

¥urther to my letter of August 2 regarding the 
well at the Indian School at Lestock, I drove over there 
yesterday, to get all the information possible on this 
well. 

i find that the 92 ft. water supply comes from 
avery shallow layer of sand and gravel, being only ope 
foot in thickness, and then again at the 142 ft.level 
there is only 3 ft.of sand and gravel. 

About the first paragraph in your letter said 
that you were asking to have this well cleaned out 
not a new well put in. 1 believe it is impossible to 
do anything with the present well and every dollar spent 
on it, is just that much wasted. 

4 will try to explain how 4 have come to this 
conclusion. In the first place both of these water bearing 
stratas are very shallow and would be, more or less, 
stirred up with mud, before the driller would realize he 
was in sand. ‘then the lower level at 142 ft. was pumped 
at 600 gallons per hour. It was more than the capacity 
of the well. ‘This drew in a certain amount of sand and 
mud and allowed the overhanging layers of clay to mix with 
the dand part. the same thing applied at the 92 ft.level 
when the caging was pulled back to that point. I believe 
that the sand is practically all pumped away for a small 


aréa around the bottom of the casing and then every little

while some more clay from above drops down shutting off 


the water. ‘this is what happened when the supply drops 


down to 100 gallons per hour.‘then it gradually increases 
when this clay is washed away by the action of the water. 
Another thing that helps s0 spoil both these water layers 
is the fact that drilling was completed down to 225 feet. 
it is very seldom a good well is left after driving the 
casing down any great depth below the water supply as the 
couplings in the pipe both comingmdown and going back help 
to stir up the sand and mud together. Another thing should 
any work be started on the present well you would be 
entirely without a water supply while the work was under way 
and it is just possible after the bottom of this well was 
stitred up at all the water might be shut off completely. 

When at Lestock yesterday, I looked up your 
agent there, Mr.Waddy, and explained very carefully to him 
why it was impossible to get any satisfaction from this 
well. i told him the only thing that could be done was a 
new well and 1 suggested two ways of finishing this -- either 
to use the 142 ft. water by itself, or to use a screen part 
Way up the casing, and use both Supplies, that is, at 92 ft. 
and 142 ft. He said they would much rather only use the 
water from the 142 ft level, as it is much better than what 
was secured higher up. 

What 1 recommended to him yesterday was an 8 
inch well, down to 142 ft. explaining that the 8 inch screen 
in the shallow layer of gravel and sand would give a much 
greater area for the inlet of the water than it would be 
possible with a smaller acreen,. 


4 am quite satisfied that what Mr. Dempsey said 
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was correct, that the well was plugged originally by 
being pumped too fast. ‘the bailer test at this depth 
was apparently around 400 gallons per hour. And I am 
quite satisfied that with careful pumping this might 
have been increased, through time, but the fact that it 
was pumped at 600 pre per hour, completely ruined it. 
Ever, you did not ask for a new well, 1 am 

taking the liberty to submit the following quotation for 
an 8 inch well as discussed with ur. Waddy. 

$6.50 per foot. ‘this included casing,drilling 

and transportation, plus well screen at $100.00 
This price may look high to you on the Grilling end but 
transportation is a large item considering the amount of 
footage there will be in this well. 

Another thing, an institution of the size 
you have at Lestock should never be left with only one water 
supply, as no one knows when the pumping equipment may be 
broken down. As long as the present well is left as it is, 
you would always have that to fall back on as a temporary 
supply, should anything go wrong with the equipment in the 
main well. 

Should you decide that the 8 inch well is 
too big, and ask for an 6 inch instead, there would be a 
Saving of approximately $150.00. I don't believe this small 
Saving would warrant putting in the smaller well. 

4 have tried to cover this subject as fully 
as possible, but if anything has teen overlooked, let me know 
and 1 will try and explain. 1 appreciate very much your 
offer of this work.

The well was drilled in 1930 by Mr.S.Dempsey, 
working for McPherson & Thom. Drilling proceeded 
to 92 ft. where hard water was found pumping 240 
gallons per hour.this was not sufficient, so 
drilling proceeded to 145 ft. where 420 gallons 

per hour of softer water was found.When the 

baler was used everything appeared U.K. but when 

& pump with a capacity of 600 gals.per hour was 
used the well plugged with sand and mud. Mr.Yempsey 
thought if a smaller pump wikh had been used 
allowing the water to enter the casing more slowly, 
it might have been better as the mud would not have 
been drawn in by the pressure. However, this is 
Supposition. Dempsey then quit. The well "plugged" 
Shortly afterwards, so he tried again. He would 

hot help matters so he drilled to 204 ft. and later 
to 225 ft. He found it dry at 225 ft. He then 
pulled the casing to the 90 foot vein and filled 
the hole from 225 feet to 90 feet with gravel. 


A 17 foot screen was placed at 142 feet but plugged 
s0 it was never replaced.

the casing now stands at the 91 foot vein 
consequently the water at present obtained is 
possibly a mixture of the 142 foot and 90 foot water. 


While our engineer was present on June 16 about 

400 gals. was pumped in 32 hrs., or about 100 gals. 
per hour showing that the well was by no means 
completely plugged, and yet badly short of 400 gals. 
as desired. 


the well pumped some mud near the beginning of its

the well comprises a 6" hole 5“ casing. 3" pipe 
with a 3" cylinder.

In case that we do not find it necessary 
to use the machine, we would make a charge of $125.00 it 
being understood of course that you would arrange to take the 
men to and from the depot in case that we do not use the car. 


then, of course, we would naturally expect 
that the board and lodging of the men would be cared for 
by youwhile they are on the Job. 


While there is a slight possibility of us 
not being able to put this job in a satisfactory condition 
without the machine, it would then be necessary to ship 
the outfit from Regina to Sestock, and the extra expense 
of the shipping that is, the freight to and from Regina 
would be extra. 


these machines are loaded on flat cars and 
shipped out under an L.O.L. figuring on approximately eight 
thousand pounds. While we make mention of the extra expenses 
which might be incurred by having the outfits shipped up, we 
are reasonably sure that it will not be necessary to take 
this machine up, as we will send bailers, cables, and the 
necessary tools to be used on the job without the machine 
in fact we cleaned out two deep wells during the past two 
weeks this way. 


We will be in a position to start this work 
immediately, and we hope to hear from you by return mail.

A preliminary Report, dated June 22,1934, 
was prepared by the writer on this subject, containing 
descriptions, estimates, and accompanied by plans.

Information has been received from the Dominion 
Water Power Branch that it would cost $250.00 to clean out the old well, 
but that the two firms whom they asked to figure strongly advised against 
this procedure as they feared thet the well would be completely ruined 
if disturbed. It therefore appears that a new well is necess wry, and 
the cost of same will probably ‘be in the neighborhood of $1,900.00. 


It is rather difficult to make an estimate as the 
depth to which they would heve to drill is not known. 


The Dominion Water Power Branch Engineers obtained 
estimates from the Canadian Well Supply Company Ltd. of Regina and 
McPherson and Thom of Saskatoon. 


There are no funds provided in this year's estimates 
for this work. The only funds that could be found at present would be 
to utilize some of the money provided under the Public Works Construction 
Act. There are two day schools, estimated at $3,000. each, — one of these 
schools could be left over for thé present and the money used to meet 
emergencies such as now exists in the water supply system at the 
Muscowequan School. 

If the work is to be proceeded with I would ask you 
to please advise me if the Canadian Well Supply Co. of Regine may be 
employed for the work.

I have received your letter of the 24th 
instant with enclosures regarding improvement of the 
water supply at Muscowequan Indian School, but before 
sending the material to the Indian Department there are 
one or two points on which I should like some further 
informtion, in case explanations are asked for. 


The price for drilling the well to 145 feet is 
$4. per foot, the men to provide their own bed and board. 
On the other hand, at Thunderchild Rahrick is to be paid 
on the basis of $1.50 for the first 50 feet and 50 cents 
additional per 50 feet thereafter. This would be without 
bed and board. How are living expenses being paid in the 
case of Rahrick and his men and at what rate? Will you 
please cive also the cost of well drilling at Thunderchild 
and Mus cowequan on a comparable basis. 


In the case of the basement it is stated that unit 
prices are to prevail, the total price being subject to the 
depth of the well, but it is understood that this note applies 
to the well rather than the basement, as it is not clear 
how the price of the basement can in any way depend on the 
depth of the well. 


I should like to know also how the cost of the base- 
ment is to be determined, as no prices are given for the 
materials and if it is to be paid for on a time basis, do 
the specified labour rates include contractor's profit? 


It is noted that, unless otherwise advised from 
the Indian Department, you will instruct the drillers to 
clean out the old well on completion of the new one.

The two drillers (Rahrick and helper) were to provide their 

own bed and board. This well was expected to be about 300 feet 
deep. However, the cost, at this rate, for the first 145 feet 
(the probable depth of the Muscowequan School) would be 
$287.50. This is smaller than the other school at this depth 
but the price would inerease fast for lower depths.

The price per foot in this case is $4.00 per foot 
flat price, as this well is only 145 feet deep. The drilling 
rig has to be shipped a long distance for a shallow well hence 
the unit price is greater.

Paragragh 4. 


In the absence of any instructions from the 
Director regarding personnel of staff to build the basement 
(ohly a few days’ work at most, and a simple job at least, 
because of the shape and size) it was necessary to attempt to 
make arrangements with Mr.”.i.Mershall of the Canadian Well 
Supply,to use his two drillers, together with one or two local 
men if needed, to construct the basement. Neither the necessary 
labour or material is sufficiently large to necessitate 
special arrangements. 


i consequently instructed Mr.Marshall, in your 
name, to buy the small amount of lumber, cement, gravel and 
reinforcing steel necessary at a local point, the bills being 
sent to the Dominion Water Power Bureau at Calgary. His drillers 
ere also experienced men at this sort of work and could do the 
job. The prices for material will be those prevailing at 
Lestock. The price of 50¢ per hour for foreman (the present 
head driller) and 25¢ per hour for labour (the present helper 
together with one or two local men if needed) includes the 
contractor's profit together with bed and board. I quoted these 
prices as those paid at Duck Lake School and Mr.Marshall was 
satisfied. 


The inconéistency of the latter report when compared 
whth the former is only apparent, not real. When it was the 
only well available, tampering with the old one would be very 
dangerous in case the whole supplv would be cvt off. It seemed 
to me, however, thet when a new well was drilled it would be 
advantageous to try to rehabilitate the old one. 


I was aware of my former suggestion together with 
Mr.Marshall's, but tle presence of a new well will improve 
the critical conditions. 


We did not wish to tamper with the old well when it 
was the only one available. 


It may be that the old well has more or less 
temporarily improved since my last visit, as no complaints have 
been received. If so, improvewent will probably only be 
temporary and with a new well it might be a good move to attempt 
cleaning the old one. It is quite possible that the Indian 
Department will not agree with me and may wish to leave the old 
well as it is, hence my statement - “Unless otherwise advised".

P.S. It will be remembered that the instructions from the 
Director implied that all of the materials such as rods, 
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casings, pipe, engine, cylinder, etc., were to be purchased 
through Mr.Marshall in accordance with his original offer. 
This was therefore included in the contract after he and I 
visited several firms, including Vairbanks-Morse, Crane and 


Duro, and examined their material and prices, especially 
the working head.

In further reference to your letter of September 
12th regarding the water supply system at the Mu scowequan 
Indian Residential School I enclose herewith letter received 
from Mr. Hoover dated September 24th, together with spec- 
ifications and contract with Canadian Well Supply Company 
for the drilling of a new well at this School. As there 
were certain features of this contract which appeared to 
require some explanation I wrote to Mr. Hoover on September 
28th and received a reply from him, to which was attached 
a letter from Mr. Fetterly, dated the 3rd instant, covering 
the points rajs my previous letter. Copies of my 
letter of neriediay Pen, and Mr. Fetterly's letter of October 
Srd are also enclosed, 


From the material now being supplied you will see 
that the contract for Grilling the well has been awarded 
to the Canadian Well Supply Company of Regina and that 
work was to begin about the first of the month, 


I should like to draw your attention to the suggest- 
ion now made to clean out the old well at anestimated cost 
of less than $100. You will recall that it was previously 
considered very dangerous to clean this well but it now 
appears that if a new well is successfully drilled the 
old one may be cleaned out without much danger. Mr. Hoover 
accordingly says: "Therefore, unless otherwise advised from 
the Indian Department, I will instruct the drillers to clean 
out the old well on completion of the new one." 


I would suggest that no instructions be given to 
clean out the old well until the new one has been satisface 
torily completed, but it might be well to take advantage 
of the men and plant being at the site to clean out the 
old well provided the well driller is satisfied that this 
should be done. 


Ishall be glad to have your instructions on this 


point as soon as possible in order that no delay may occur 
after the new well has been brought into use.

ir, Johnaton's advice is to the following effoct. To 
begin with he does not think thet there would be any advantage 
in deepening the well,as at a lower depth the water, if found, 
is likely to be saline and unfit for use. He suggests that 
the procedure to be adopted should be somewhat es follows: 


(1) Zest the well by beling to find out the emunt of 
water which it is likely to produce, 


(2) Find out ae nearly es possible the point at which 
the greatest Plow of water is coming into the well. 
This would represent the level ot which the well 
should be developed. 


(3) If the well drillers are satisfied that the well 
is likely to produce a sufficient flow of water for 
the requirements of the school it will probably be 
necessary to insert a casing inside the present cas- 
ing down to the level at which the water is entering 
the hole and «t this point heve a screen fixed on 
to the inner casing. (The type of screen recommended 
is thet supplied by Hdward E.Johneton, Inc., of 2304 
Long Avenue, °t,. Paul, Minn.) 


(4) It will probebly also be necessary to lower the 
present casing to sbout the same level to prevent 
the well caving in on the inner oasing and screen. 
The well drillers would be able to cive an opinion 
on thie point. 


(5) The lower part of the well below the point at which 
the water is coming inte it should be blocked up by 
a wooden or concrete block as may be foun most 
satisfactory.

Further to our wires of the end of last week 
regarding the well at Muscowequan School. We started the 
Bump test on Monday to try and find out what volume of 
water there was, we had considerable trouble with mud 
plugging the pump at first, but eventually Tuesday 
afternoon it cleared up enough for a straight four hours, 
pumping 450 gallons per hour with only 3 foot of a draw 
down, then “ednesday morning the water was shut off 
entirely, later it broke in but did not come near as strong 
as Tuesday. 


The part that puzzled me was that pumping the 
new well had no effect whatever apparently on the present 
well you were using, I expect that this would have been the 
case if the water had broke in at the 145 foot level,which 
is appare tly the main source of supply in your present 
Well, when pumping was again started we started to check 
up on Well No.l the old 40 fo.t well and we found that the 
new well lowered the old o.l.e This proves conclusively 
that all the water we were getting was passing down the 
outside of the casing from the 40-foot level, and I am also 

sasisfftds that, that was where all the water was coming from 
in Noe? well, which you are using at present. 


I an very disappointed that this well has turned out 
as it has, we were basing on our conclusions on the log of 
Well No.2 which was to say the least very misleading. was in 
touch with our driller on the “hone a few minutes ago, and 
he reported by pulling up the Yipe a little the water broke 
in again today as strong as ever but that does not still help 
the situation. 


I suggested to Mr.Fetterly the night he was here 
that it was possible all the water you were yetting wae coming 
from this level, but he was rather inclined to think it was 
coming from the lower veins, this proves conclusively that the 
water we are taking from the new well is very hard and similar 
to what they are using. 1 am sorry to have to make a report 
as this but it is the ouly thing I can do. “e are

In reply to yours of November 28 regarding the well at 
Lestock. I got in touch with the Engineer there, after I phoned you 
Wednesday morning and he promised to send a sample of water to you at 
Calgary. I had a letter from the Assistant Principal, this morning, 
advising that thie sample had been sent forward, 


In reply to your first question,which is in connection 
with the supply of water. Our 4 hour test run 450 gallons per hour,and 
I firmly believe that it would be considerably more than this, if pumped 
from the 40 foot level. That is, if s well were properly finished at 
40 feet as kh what we were getting was falling down the outside of the 
casing to 135 ft. 


Your second question was finding out the depth of greatest flow. 
We decided thie point was 40 ft. on account of our check up of the lowering 
of the water in No.) well. 


Your third question in regard to using a smaller casing and 
screen, Mr.Johnston's suggestion to use the smaller casing for screening, 
would only be feasible providing the water had been coming in at a lower 
level than our 8" casing. Even then, I could not see the advantagevef using 
this eerlofigcasithe surface water wes flowing down around the 8". The idea 
to prevent caving was all right, but it would not work with this flow of 
water. There would no advantage to think of a schele of this kind,if 
the well were to be finished at 40 ft. The blocking of the hole below the 
casing would be to prevent lose of water, providing there was a ennd layer 
further down. This also answers Question Nosed, 


Your fifth question-e- I have already anewered the reason for the 
wooden or concrete block. If a 6" casing were used, price of pipe feosh. 
Regina is $1.5C per ft. When I wrote to you last Thursday, I did not take the 
liberty of making any suggestions but, ase you have asked for ideas on this 
subject, [I would suggest the following: 


When you were in the office here, about 3 weeks ago, I suggested 
that if no gravel was found in the hole we were drilling, that we would 
have to drill another wellslightly west of the presant No.2 well. My idea 
would be to put a 4 or 4." test hole down there to 150 ft. and find out 
definitely if there was any gravel or water supply near that level. To do this 
successfully, we would use 8" casing to the 40 ft. level, driving this pipe 
without any shoe to be sure that the water wae absolutely shut off and 
then continue with the small hole. If we found we had a water supply at the 
140 or 150 ft., as stated in the log of the Well No.2 we would proceed to 
drill the 6" well at the regular price of $4.00 per ft. If nothing wae found 
in the test hole, the price is $1.50 per ft. for drilling the small hole. Then 
again provided the water sample that we sent in is not too hard and can be 
handled with a softening plant, I would recommend using the old No.l well, 
ae I am quite sure the water is identically the same as that which we are 
getting out of the present drilled hole. This well has a firet class concrete 
crib with pipe connections runing into the power house, and the only thing 
thet might be necessary to do there, would be to deepen it slightly, probably 
20 ft., to give a little more submergence for the pump. My idee would be to 
put in a 20 ft. length of pipe with the top end drilled or hack-sawed with a 
screen part at the top and with the openings left in 


the gravel fonmation. Then 
the pump and pumping equipment 


could be set above the surface over thie well, 
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I believe this would be a more satisfactory arrangement 
than trying to finish the present 8" welland put in # concrete pit end 
all necessary connections from there. If this suggestions of the 4" 
teet hole sounds reasonable to you, wire at once, and we will get tie 
men started on thie hole. In the meantime the authorities at Ottawa 
can decide definitely what should be done.

The water situation at the Muscowequan Indian School 
was discussed today with Mr. WsA.Johnston of the Geological 
Survey in the light of the information supplied by Mr. Hoover 
in his letter of December list ani that from the Canadian Well 
Supply Company dated November 30th, copies of which were 
sent you a few days ago. 


Basea@ on such information ss has been made available 
to him,Mr. Johnston's suggestions are as follows:- 


(1) Finish the new well at the 40-foot level or at the 
point where the greatest flow comes into the hole. 


(2) If after this has been done,it is found that the 
new well will supply sufficient water to take care 
of the needs of the school, at least temporarily, 
then the old well may be reconditioned in the way 
suggested by the Canadian Well Supply Company in the 
sixth paragraph of their letter of November 50th, 
that is by deepening it slightly and putting ina 
new length of pipe with a screen at the top and with 
the openings left in the gravel formetion. 


(3) A further analysis should be made of the water from 
the new well. 


(4) Until the two existing wells have been tho roughly 
Gied out it is not considered desirable to drill 
another well slightly west of the present number two 
well, as suggested by Mr. Marshall. 


This program hes been discussed with the Departmental 
Architect and verbally approved by him. I have accordingly 
sent to Mr. Hoover, the following night letter:

Ae Purpose of Heport 


It- was decided that the writer should 
proceed immediately to Lestock to investigate the 
water situation at the above named school in accordance 
with the urgent request of Mr.Marshall of the Canadian 
Well Supply of Regina. Accordingly the writer 
proceeded to Regina on Wednesday, December 12, and 
then went by automobile with Mr.Marshall to Lestock 
100 miles north wast of Regina, arriving Thursday 
morning. 

It was found that the drillers had been 
umable to do any constructive work for three weeks, 
at no cost to the Government. 

Activities. 

The general situation was inspected, 
discussed and argued nearly all day with Mr.Marshall; 
the School Engineer, and the drillers. As you are aware, 
the 4" test hole nearer Well No.2 to 150' depth was 
vetoed by Ottawa, by implication in the Director's 
letter to the Secretary of Department of Indian Affairs 
dated Dec. 6. 


A personal visit was found to be the only 
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method of deciding on procedure. After many plans had 
been suggested and discarded it was decided to proceed 
on the following line, closely following the suggestions 
contained in the Director's letter of Dec.6:- 

(1) Finish the new well (No.3) at the 40' 
level or at the point where the greatest flow 
occurse It was apparently intended by Ottawa 
that the complete concrete pit should _ not be 
constructed with machinery installed therein, but 
that a temporary installation should be made 
until the well was proved. The driller had 
inserted 40° of 8" casing and 3" pipe in the 
well with a cylinder installed and activated 
by the drilling machine, to be used as a temporary 
pump for testing purposes. Water was pumped for 


about 10 hours, and showed no signs of failing. 


The water was slightly silty. Two one-quart samples 


were obtained after pumping had proceeded for 6 or 
7 hours. 

The driller was then instructed to install 
the working head on the surface of the ground and to 
construct a temporary frost-proof structure over 
it very little larger than enough to cover it. The 
discharge pipe, about 4' long, would extend through 
the wall and downward 4' to connect with the exist~- 
ing system. Everything would be protected from 


frost. The cost of this temporary arrangement will 
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be very small. 

The character of the water will not be 
known until the Calgary City Chemist performs the 
analysis, so that care will have to be taken in 
mixing this new water with that from Well No.2 which 
supplies the water for the boilers. This latter water 
does not appear to affect them. The waters cannot be 
kept separate as only one system er boilers and 
pressure tanks exists. 

The writer tested the capacity of Well No. 
5. A 45 gallon barrel was filled in 6 min. 10 sec. This 
is nearly 450 gallons per hours 

It might be mentioned here that the pumping 
of water from No.3 lowered the level of the water in 
Nowl, 20 feet away by nearly 4 feet temporarily. It 
did not affect Wo.2 well, which is 46 feet from Bo.3. 

The question of a water softener for this 
water will best remain in abeyance as mentioned by the 
Director until the nature and amount of alkali salts 


in this water (No.3) are known. A water softener removes 


the Ca 50, and Mg S80, but does not help the Ha,80, 


content to a great extent. This is because zeolite al- 
ready containe Sodium ions. 
(2) Recondition the old well. 

This refers to the latter portion of the 
sixth paragraph of Mr.Marshall's letter of November 30, 
not to the first part referring to the 4" test hole 


experiment, the latter being vetoed by No.4 paragraph. 
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As it would not be possible to hold the drill- 
ing rig until No.3 had been proved, it was 
determined to prepare No.l well for production of 
water. The Director's letter was not clear on this 


point. After No.3 had been conditioned the rig would 


either have to be removed to other work waiting for 


it or demurrage would have to be paid for since 
Mr.Marshall could not hold it idle any longer. 

The driller was therefore instructed as 
follows: 

Drill 1/4" holes 3/4" centres in the first 
3 feet of a 20' length of 8" casing. Sink thie in 
the bottom of the 40 foot hole of well No.1 which 
is lined with concrete tile 3' diameter by 2' long. 
Then replace the cover and leave until the results 
of No.3 are known. It may later be found that, 
instead of constructing a concrete pit at No.3 we 
may have to construct a house over No.l. The cost 
would be about the same. A quart sample of this 
water was obtained for analysis. 
Analysis of Water 

Adequate samples were obtained from each of 
the hhree wells. These were taken to Calgary and to 
the City Vhemist. He will not be able to perform the 
work until about Dec.22. Two copies will be sent to 
Ottawa and one to the school so the Engineer will know 
how to apportion production from the wells in order 
to protect his boilers. 
(4) Another Wel.

Fat No.2 Well 


This matter was admittedly difficult to 


decide upon. This well is flowing fairly freely at 


present, although it diminishes at times. It also 
produces water which does not appear to harm boilers 
pressure tanks, plumbing, ete. Until the results 
from Nose3 and 1 are fully known it is not considered 
desirable to interfere with this well. Mr.Marshall 
was of the same opinion although he would receive 
$100 for cleaning or attempted cleaning. WNo attempt 
will therefore be made to rehabilitate this well at 
present. 
De, Additional Cost 

Mr. Marshall was requested to give an 
estimate of the additional cost over the present total 
invoices of $1552.34 and $9.83. It was as follows:- 


Drilling and hacksawing "homemade" screen 
composed of 8" well casing, as above. 10.00 


Drilling 20' in Well Noel below 40' level 
2 or 3 days @ $20 60.00 


Cost of Working Head, already provided for 
but not in above invoice. 385.00 


Installing Working head at Well No.3 
including Shelter. 15.00 


Conclusion 
A difficult situation has been handled to 


the best of one's ability and judgment. Nothing is beirg 
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done that may afterwards prove harmful. Providing the 


water from Well No.3 is not too hard, a judicious mixture 


from Nos. 2 and 3 may prove to be the solution of the 
difficulty. If it were possible to keep the waters separate 
No.2 should be all right for boilers,etc., and No.3 for 


most domestic purposes. The analyses will decide this.

We have studied your letter December 28th 
in the above connection,together with copy of analysis 
made by the City of Calgary Testing Laboratory on a 
sample of water from each of the three wells discussed 
in your letter. 


We are of the opinion that a supply made up of 
three parts of #2 well water to one part of #3 well water 
would lend itself to softening and would prove to be 
satisfactory both in quality and quantity. 


It would be our suggestion that you make up a 
three to one sample, as suggested above, and have an 
analysis made. If it would not be convenient for you to 
have the City of Calgary make another analysis, if you 
would care to send the sample to us we would be glad to 
analyze it for you at no charge. 


in any event, we feel that an analysis should 
be at hand so that any recommendations we might make could 
be made with certainty.

Sir:- 


Referring to my telegrams to the Derartment 
dated the 20th December and the 8th January, in rerard to repair- 
ing the generator for the 6 volt Lyster lighting pliant at the 
Muscowequan Residential School, I beg to adtise the Department 
that the Reverend Principal brought this generator to Regina 
On December 20th. His arrival here was the first intimation I 
hed that the system was not working. I at once obtained an 
estimate for rewinding the generator and putting it in 4 proper 
state of repair and before authorizing the work telerranhed the 
Department for authority. The original estimate was $65.00. 
Subsequently it was found that the generator required new bearings 
and the total cost would be $85.00. Authority for the exr enditure 
of the additional $20.00 was obtained, leaving a balance of $25.00 
for the purchase of a rheostat. 


The Reverend Principal submitted an account to the 
Indian Agent for $19.89 for express churges returning the generator 
to the school and $16.50 being his expenees incurred in bringine 
the generator to Kegina. I retumed this account to the Indian 
Agent stating th i as my impression that the school authorities 
were to com ‘or h renerator without cost to the Department. 
However the Reve ‘athner has again his sount and 
insists the i should be paid I a refore forwarding the 
voucher for your consideration This brings the total expenditure 
to date to $121.39, being $11.59 in excess f the amount authorized 
and makes it impossibl or me purchase the rheostat unless 
authority is given to paj I expense charges of $36.39. I feel 
that it is very importa hat the rheostat be installed to control 
the current, as without its use here is a great danger of the

Mr. Fetterly has handed me your personal letter of ilth 
instant regarding installation of the new pumping equipment 
at the above named school, 


Regarding the location, I would state that the new well, 
in my opinion, is the only location for the equipment. We 
are aware that the water in the new well is rather hard but 
the concrete well has a small flow, 


The only difficulty is that we do not know whether the 
new well has decreased to mich extent in production, it having 
lain untouched all winter, 


My decision would be to construct the pit according to the 
Gesign originally prepared. You have the blueprint containing 
the details. As I remember, the whole structure, including 
labour and material was to cost about $100. 


You are authorized to proceed with the work as soon as 
convenient. 


I might mention that the W,J.Westaway Company of Hamilton, 
Ontario, after studying the results of chemical analysis of the 
water suggested in a letter dated January 7, 1955, that a 
supply made up of 3 parts of No, 2 well water to one part of 
No. 3 water would lend itself to softening and would prove to 
be satisfactory both in quality and quantity. 


No complaints have been received from Father Jeanotte 
regarding scarcity of supply since last autumn.

Referring to vepartmental letter No. 121-5-5, 
dated March 18th last, authorizing me to make arrangements to 
have the hot water boiler at the Muscowequan Resident ial 
School re-tubed, I beg to forward herewith vouchwood Agency 
voucher amounting to ¥160.00 covering the cost of re-tubing 
the boiler. 


Il may advise you that upon receipt of your 
letter I immediately made enquiries and found that it would 
be necessary to get the tubes from Winnipeg and that it would be 
cheaper to have a man go from there to do the work. I placed 
the matter in the hands of Messrs. Potts and Miller Limited of 
this city and the work has been done at much less cost than 
I anticipated when making my first enquiry. 


I have visited the school and examined the boiler 
and find that the work has been well done. [| also examined the 
tubes that were removed from the boiler and found them in places 
very thin and generally badly eaten by some chemical contained 
in the water they are using. I am quite satisfied that the 
engineer who is operating the plant is in no way responsible 
for its condition. this is a condition which would have 
occurred irrespective of the qualifications of the operator. 

The engineér at this school, Mr. Doull, has had twelve years 
experience in operating equipment at our residential schools 
and is a very careful and conscientious worker. 1 have every 
confidence in him in so far as the work and operation of the 
machinery is concerned, but I am not so sure of his ability in 
so far as the electrical equipment is coneerned.

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When at the school I enquired into the cause 
of the burning out of the generator last vecember. I took 
along with me the foreman from the Magneto Service Station in 
this City and he examined the electrical plant and batteries 
and he strongly surmises that the cause of the burning out of 
the batteries is not through faulty operation, but may have been 
owing to the condition of the batteries which have been in use 
for four years, some of the plates were found cracked and badly 
warped, and there was considerable sediment in the jars. I 
have instructed the Agent to have three of the cells sent in to 
Regina for examination with a view to ascertaining the cause 
for deterioration and when I am in 4 position to do so I will 
submit a report in connection with the plant. ‘fhe Magneto 
Service supplied a rheostat in March, but upon examination it 
is found to be too large and not the proper unit. I have 
returned it and expect to be supplied with the proper rheostat 
at an early date.

Referring to my letter of the 15th ultimo, in 
regard to the condition of the batteries at the Muscowequan Resid- 
entail School, I may advise you that I have had the three cells 
broveht in to the Magneto Service Station and examined. I enclose 
herewith copy of a report received from the Magneto Service 
Station with reference to their findings and opinion as to the 
cause of the batteries becoming in the condition in which they 
are at present. Their opinion is that the condition of the 
cells may be because the batteries have been allowed to become 
under charged and thus in a sulphated condition and in order to 
bring them back to normal a heavy over cherge was given instead of 
& slow charge, which caused the plates to warp end break and to 
dislodge active material, thereby shortening the life of the 
battery. 


I have obtained from the Agents of the Lister 
units running instructions in connection with their plants which 
I am forwarding to the school authorities in order that they may 
study it and have ea better understanding of the construction and 
operation of their unit. 


The Magneto Service Station give prices on two 
different sized batteries and also give 4 price on the cost of 
labour and expenses in connection with installing same both for 
this school and the Gordon's school as well. They do not however 
rive an estimate on the cost of over hauling the engine. I think, 
should it be decided to replace these batteries, the engine should 
be thoroughly checked over at the same time.

Purpose of Report 


The writer combined an inspection visit to the 
above-named school with a hydrometric trip to Regina, on 
June 13, to ascertain progress. ‘he Contractor, D.E.Marshall 
of Canadian Well Supply of Regina, accompanied him. 
Results of inspection 

It was found that the driller had been ill for 
three weeks or more and had been umable to work. He expected, 
however, to begin on June 17 and to finish the concrete pit 
and installation of the pump in a short time. 

the inspection, together with recent developments 
as to salt content of the water (from Well No.3) resulted in 
Slight changes in design. 

Owing to the nature of the water it was decided 
to make a direct connection between the pump on the new well 
and the outside open stock-watering tank in order that this 
water, at least, would not have to pass through the pressure 
tanks. As a considerable amount of water 
purpose a large saving in the potential deposit of salts in 


the plumbing system should be made. Livestock will not be 
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likely to refuse this undiluted water. 

The change necessitated the extra purchase of 
two check valves and some piping. This will of course not 
obviate the necessity for using some of the water from 
Well No.3 in the school itself but the amount mixed with 
Well No.3 will be greatly lessened. 

, Father Jeanotte, the Principal, stated that, 
although they had been compelled to use the water sparingly, 
they had not actually suffered to any great extent. Rains 
are at present supplying some water in the sloughs for the 
stock. He also stated that he is constructing a concrete 
tank for conservation of rain water from the roofs. 

The acute water situation at this school should be 
solved for some time to come when the present well has been 
connected with the water system. 

It appears to one that a school having only one 
source of supply is in a precarious situation, particularly 


if this sole source consists of a well.

I have your letter of the 20th instant, re- 
garding the request of the Principal of the Muscowequan 
Indian Residential School, that funde be provided to 
erect a building for leundry purposes and a granary. 


Owing to definite instructions from the 
Treasury Board for a drastic cut in our Appropriation 
for the coming fiscal year, no funds were provided to 
cover the cost of erecting the laundry and granary. The 
total amount that will be available for miscellaneous 
repairs, painting, etc., at this school during the next 
fiscal year will be $300. If the Principal considers 
that it would be in the best interests to utilize this 
money in the purchase of the cement for the foundations 
of the pigpen, to the amount of $25, and paint, brushes, 
oil, etce, to the total amount of $100, you may arrange 
for the purchase. You should obtain itemized accounts, 
in triplicate, covering the cost, which you should 
attach to proper voucher forme, certify in the usual 
manner and forward for payment. I may aid, however, that 
payment cannot be made until the funde are available in 
the coming year's appropriation.

After installing the said generator I ppoceeded with 
a test run starting the motor at 9.30 a.m. Janusry 28th. The 
readings on the switch board charging were Amperes 10, Batts 112. 
The generator was cool and all connections tight and cool. 


After an hour's run at 10.20 the readings were Amperes 
10 Volts 121. The generator commutator was luke-warm Armature 
cool, field coils cool. At 10.35 the readings were the same. 


The readings at 11.35 were Amperes 25 Volts 135 
generator luke-warm Armature luke-warm field coils luke-warm. 
All connections bight and cool. 


The readings at 11.40 were the same as at 11.35.

On October Zlst, 1935, your Wr. Montgomery 
wrote Mr. Murison, then of this office, advising him thet 
he hed just returned frome trip to the Muscowequan Indis«n 
Pesidential Sehool at Lestock and had over-hauled their 
Lister Generating plant. 


Mr. Montgomery is no doubt quite familiar 
with this plant and I therefore wish to place this matter 
before him for his opinion and recommenda ti ons. 


We have had considerable trouble end expense 
in connection with this plent and wish to arrive at some 
solution to the question. In December, 1934, this generator 
bDuned out and head to be re-wound at quite en expense and 
again in Jagat ef this year at a cost of $160.00. I am 
today in receipt of a report from the Engineer at the school, 
stating that the generator is apparently running too hot ani 
may again burn out. I em enclosing a copy of the Engineer's 
report. 


In your letter referred to you state that "no 
doubt if rheostatse were installed they would eliminate the 
difficulty experienced with regulations of voltage, if the 
speed of the engine wes not altered at the govenor, as the 
light losd varied". Do you consider that the installetion of 
rheostats will eliminate our trouble? I shall be glad if you 
will please write the Secretary, Dept. of Indian Affairs, 
Ottawag direct, giving them your views, forwarding me a copy 
of your letter, setting out the type of rheostat required and 
cost F.0.B. Lestock.

With reference to your letter of february 5th, 
which we must apologize for not answering previously, due 
to Mir. Montgomery being out of Town. The writer has dis- 
cussed the situation with him on his return in order to get 
the complete picture and history. 


Apparently the work done by Mr. Montgomery was 
Subsequent to the first rewind but prior to the second re- 
wind, and since this rewind job was done external to our firm, 
it is of course impossible for us to take any responsibility 
for it. Providing, however, that this was carried out satis- 
factorily both from a point ef view of workmanship and material 
put in to it, the Generator should operate entirely satisfac- 
torily. 


The report of the Enginerand Principal at Lestock 
dated January 28th appears to be in order and just what we 
would expect to happen. Hoth Battery and Generator would be 
designed for a voltage around 150 or 160 volts. 


Your letter states that the Plant is apparently 
running too hot and may burm out again. lowever, from the 
Engineer's report it would appear that the Generator is 
running fairly cool and in this connection it should be born 
in mind that a Generator has a temperature rise of72 deg. F. 
over and aboye the surrounding atmosphere, so that if the 
atmospheric temperatureof the room is 70 deg. ¥. then 70 plus 
7@ is 142 deg. F., which is the temperature that would be 
normally expected on the coils and commutator of the Generator. 
Since this temperature is above that which the normal hand can 
bear, it will be understood that this machinery will no doubt 
feel considerably hotter than is comfortable for the hand.

I beg to report upon the lighting plant at 
the Muscowequan Residential School, Touchwood Agency. 


In 1931 the Lister lighting plant formerly in 
use at the Edmonton Residential School was transferred and 
installed in the Muscowequan School. It is a 6 K.W. plant. 
Since its installation it is reported that it has never given 
satisfactory service. In December, 1934, the generator burned 
out and again this past winter at an expense of ~160.00. 

There has been considerable correspondence between this office, 
the Mumford, Medland, Limited, Winnipeg, (Agents for the Lister 
equipment), the Magneto Service Station, and the Engineer at 
the School as to whether or not the installation of rheostats 
would eliminate some of the trouble. At the present time the 

6 K.W. plant is not being used, as the Engineer is afraid of 
the generator again burning out, and they have a small 3 K.W. 
plant there which they are using. I am enclosing herewith a 
letter received from Mr. Waddy today in this connection. 


The Mumford, Medland, Limited have not inspected 
his plant since the generator was rewound this winter and are 
therefore not in a position to state whether the rheestats would 
be of benefit. Would it be in order for me to have their 
Inspector visit the Muscowequan School if he is near Lestock 
in the near future?

My dear Mr. Phelan: 


I am enclosing Plans for the proposed laundry pbuilding 
for the Lestock School. Mr. Hoey expressed the opinion that it 
might be better to put up a separate pbuilding for this purpose, but 
the Sisters in charge of the school refuse to listen to this plan; 
and you know what women are like! You can refuse a request of 
theirs for a short time, but in the end they always win out. 

That is what happened at Lestock. In order to satisfy the Sisters, 
and possibly their viewpoint is the right one, we shali have to 
build the laundry alongside of the school, on the East side of the 
chapel. If I remember well, it will be very convenient on account 
of the proximity of the boiler room and the soft water cistern. 

The reason I am sending you the Plans at home is that I would like 
you to break the news gently to Mr. Hoey so that we may not meet 


with any opposition on his part. 


In view of the fact that the estimates may not be voted 
before June, and that considerable time might elapse after they are 
voted before we can proceed with the construction of this new 
laundry, Very Reverend Father Lamontagne suggests going ahead with 
the building as soon as the ground has thawed out and advance the 
money out of the Provincial funds, and have the Department pay the 
accounts after the Indian estimates have been passed by the House. 
I did not want to send my letter directly to the Department for 
fear that it might get in the hands of some of the higher officials 
and from there into the hands of the Engineers' Dept. ; if that 
happened you know what would be the consequences 48 far as the 
laundry building is concerned: It would not see the light of day 
before 1939. I hope that you will do all you can to meet with the 
wishes of Very Reverend Father Lamontagne. 


We are all extremely pleased in our Oblate circleswith 
the appointment of Very Rev. Father Langlois to the See of Grouard. 
He knows the Indian problem better than most, and his permanent 
presence on our Committee will be a great source of strength for us 
all.

Father Poulin, 0.M.I., who is looking after the Muscowequan 
School during the absence of the Principal who is on holidays, called 
on me yesterday and informed me that the roof of the school was leaking 
in several places and should be repaired. The Father wes accompanied 
by a Brother Gauthier who is e competent builder. They informed me 
that within a week or ten days they were taking men from Regine to put 
the roof on the Laundry they are building, and asked authority to have 
the roof of the school repaired while these men were there, as it could 
then be done at a much lower cost. 


I questioned Brother Gauthier as to its ity end cost. 
He informed me that the roof started to leak this Spring. Nater comes 
through the plaster and drops on the floor when it rains, and he state 
that there will be considerable damage done to the plaster unless the 
roof is repaired. With regard to the cost, he stated that it would be 
impossible to sive a definite figure as the work necessary could not 
be ascertained until the repairs were under way. He st ted, however, 
thet he did not think it would be in excess of $5 


They also took up the matter of the necessity for a drier 
for drying clothes being supplied for the Leundry. The Brother stated 
that the driers in general use were very expensive, costing in the 
neighbourhood of $1800.00, but that there was a drier being manufactured 
in Winnipeg under the name of the "Utility Drier” which would serve the 
purpose and which could be purchased at a cost of $700.00. He aske 
that this drier be supplied to the school. 

I would recommend that authority be ven for the repairs to 
this roof at the earliest possible date in order tha @ work may be 
jone while the men are there. With regard to the drier, there is n 
doubt that it is necessary, and I would recommend thet it be given con- 
sideration if funds are available.

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REPORT re: REPAIRS TO OOF 


MUSCOWE..UAN INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL 


Lestock, Saskatchewen 


The roof of the Muscowequen Indian Residential School 
was inspected on September 24th, 1958, and I found the follow- 
ing conditions:« 


The roof on the mein building and the two lerge dormi- 
tories is in poor condition, which will require replacement. 
The roof on the powerhouse, though somewhat better in appear- 
ence, hes also several leaks through which weter finds its 
wey end in turn has caused cracks to develop in the ceiling, 
from the interior. The roof on the chapel is also in a simi- 
lar condition end will require repairs. 


The roof on the garage end approximately one-third of 
the ares on the bakery has been repaired this year with en 
epplication of new asphelt and repeirs to fleshing at the 
wells. However, if the flashing sets as it has done on the 
mein building, this repeir work may be only considered tem- 
porarye The enclosed photograph t ken during the inspection 
clearly shows whet has taken place. 


The fleshing et the walls is in very poor condition. 
Much of the solder at the seams is gone, leeving open joints; 
end in many pleces the flashing has pulled out of the well, 
allowing water to get in between the flashing and the brick 
well. Due to the fect thet this fleshing bes only ea 3/4" 
face set in the wall, this is not of © sufficient width to 
be held by the morter. 


At these sections of the roof, where the fleshing hes 
pulled out, ridges end hollows heve formed in the roofing 
after movement had taken place down towards the drains. At 
these portions of the roof in particular some of the ter and 
eravel has been lost, requiring replacement of the roofing. 


It appeers thet some of the water flowing between the 
well sand the flashing soake underneath the roofing felt, 
causing the formetion of the ridges and hollows in it. Fur- 
thermore it may be seid that the ecnuse of the roof demmge is 
due to the floshing pulling out of the walle To substantiete 
this, it was noticed thet et sections where the fleshing is 
inteet ond still held in the well the roofing surface is in 
much better condition, with no wrinkles in ite On the other hend 
where the fleshing is no longer serving the purpose much damage 
to the roofing has been done. 


The drains are in sood condition end will not require much 
repeir, with the exception of providing new copper wire sereens 
and gravel stops. 


To properly repair the roof, new roofing felt and esphalt 
should be put on the whole roof, replecing the present one, es 
it does not seem possible thet only portions of the roof could 
be replaced to heave « waterproof and « durable surface. 


To prevent © similer re-ocourrence in the roofing, how- 
ever, new fleshing, with a wider face embedded in the brick 
morter, should be used. The enclosed sketch shows « suggested 
type of flashing to be used. A 4" bearing surface should be 
provided es the wall is 86" wide, built of two rows of bricks, 
which will permit this chenge. The mortar can be chipped out 


with ¢ POCLOlececce 
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with a special tool and, efter the new flashing is set, new 
mortar will be well tamped ing This new fleshing should stend 
upe All flaeshi: seams should be locked and soldered from the 
outeide. The t roofing should be laid as per original 
specifications. However a 2" x 4" cut diagonally into a wedge 
and leid as shown on the sketeh should be used as at present 
only « shiplep set ean angle to the sheathing supports the 
ends of the roofing felt.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your recent letter 
regarding the Lestock School Laundry. 


A word of explanation, regarding the laundry 
building which we have just erected, may be in order and 
may help to clear the atmosphere of doubt and uncertainty 
which has prevailed in Ottawa, regarding its necessity as 
well as regarding its cost. 


The Lestook or Muscowequan School was erected 
by the Department in 1929-30. It is a very substantial 
building and fully answers the purpose for which it was 
erected. For reasons I do not know no laundry quarters 
were provided in the new building. The machinery then in 
use was housed in the old school building and, to a certain 
extent, this arrangement was satisfactory; at least the 
school authorities did not lodge any formal complaints with 
the Department. Unfortunately, the old school building was 
destroyed by fire in 1931 and the laundry quarters were, 
of course, destroyed at the same time. A formal request 
was immediately placed before the Department for a building 
suitable for laundry purposes. The request was totally 
ignored although the ordinary phrase used in such ciroum- 
stances was made use of, i.e. favourable consideration was 
promised the request. In the meantime what laundry machinery 
could be procured were housed in an 014 chicken house which 
had been discarded because it was deemed unfit for chickens. 
It was temporarily and very {inadequately repaired and served 
the purpose of a laundry until our new laundry was put into 
operation last September. This old building was so unfit 
for the purpose for which it was used that one of the Sisters 
on the school staff contracted tuberculosis from repeated 
attacks of the grippe contracted during her work in the laundry 
and several of the girl pupils were seriously i111 at different 
periods during the time this building was in use. The 
Reverend Sister has had to be confined to a sanatorium and is 
still under treatment. 
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a The above facts are recited to explain to some 
degree the haste that took place last spring when it was 
understood that it was the intention of the Department to 
provide funds for the construction of the laundry. While 
your present purchasing system may have some advantages 

it has a very decided tendency to delay receipt of : 
purchases made through this system. I was afraid that this 
would happen in the case of the Lestock School laundry, so 

I took the bull by the horns and as soon as I was informed 
that it was your intention to provide funds for this project 
I went ahead, bought the materials, hired workmen and 
proceeded with erection of the building. As a consequence 
by the end of August, the laundry was fully completed, a 
real good job had been made of it, the leundry machinery 

was installed, and everything was in first order for the 
beginning of the school year. Had I waited for your system 
to get into motion I am inclined to feel that supplies 

would not have arrived in time to permit the building being 
erected in the fine weather -- which I feel you will admit 
is most desirable in Western Canada. I think that in acting 
as I did I rendered the Department real service and I should 
be blamed but rather congratulated for my quick and decisive 
action. 


The laundry, which I have put up conforms in every 
respect to the fine school building which your Department 
erected; it is fireproof, well lighted, well ventilated and 
I doubt if your Engineers' Department could have done as well. 
They certainly could not have put up the building for the 
amount which I spent, for instance, the supervisor, a first 
class mechanic, received only $15.00 per week, the bricklayer 
received the same rate of pay and all the common labour was 
done by the old boys of the school assisted by some former 
pupils. Had this job been done by your Engineers' Department 
my older pupils as well as my former pupils would have been 
meticulously excluded from the job and all the fine theories 
of the Department, regarding manual training and the employment 
of the indian labour, would have been blown to the four winds. 


The invoices which I submitted to the Department 
are not all for the new building, quite a large sum is for 
equipment which you would have had to provide, in any case, 
even if a new building had not been erected. May I, in 
Conclusion, say that I am proud of what I have done and I 
am exceedingly surprised that instead of receiving the praise 
and commendation of the Department I should be as severely 
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dew’ 
blamed as I have been. What is the use of the men in the 
field doing their best for our Indiens and for the 


Department if that is the way their efforts are going to 
he appreciated. 


I hope that this letter will clear up the 
situation and that in spite of the many and arduous duties 
which you have to perform daily you will find the necessary 
time to have cheques issued in yment of all the invoices 
which I have forwarded to you, connection with the 
splendid laundry building which I erected for the Government 
owned Indian Residential School of Muscowequan.

Liemorandum : 
DEPUTY MINISTER 


I attach a statement showing the expenditure 
at the Muscowequan Indian residential school in 
connection with erecting and equipping e new laundry. 
For several years past the management of this school 
has directed attention to the fact that the laundry 
facilities were totally inadequate and in the 
appropriation for the current fisesal year an amount 
of $2000.00 was specifically provided for the erection 
of a new laundry. 


The laundry was so urgently required that the 
Prineipal, when he heard that funds would be available 
for its erection, decided to immediately proceed with 
the building. I enclose letter received from the 
Principal explaining his reasons for proceeding as he 
aid. I also enclose letter received from Indien Agent 
Waddy regarding the laundry.

For several years past the management of this school 
has directed attention to the fact that the laundry 
facilities were totally inadequate and in the 
appropriation for the current fiscal year an amount 
of $2000.00 was specifically provided for the erection 
of a new laundry. 


The laundry was so urgently required that the 
Principal, when he heard that funds would be available 
for its erection, decided to immediately proceed with 
the building. I enclose letter received from the 
Principal explaining his reasons for proceeding as he 
aid. I also enclose letter received from Indian Agent 
Waddy regarding the laundry. 


I feel that the expenditure is reasonable as 
it includes not only the erection of the building but 
necessary laundry equipment. 


It would, therefore, be appreciated if the 
Honourable the Minister would approve payment of the 
cost amounting to $4171.27. Funds for this purpose 
are available in the current year's appropriation.

Re letter 121-5-5 of Sept. 16th regards 
blockage of drain pipes in Muscowequan School, I beg to 
say I got Carter of Yorkton to send a plumber to the 
school on the 16th and I went over the job with him. 

We found thet all the soil pipes in the building above 
the basement floor were full of sediment which seems to 
be cemented right onto the pipes, the pipes from basement 
to outside the building appear to be clear. 


There was so much wrong that I just got the 
plumber to make out a list of materials required to fix 
4t and sent him back to Yorkton and this morning I talked 
to the manager of the Carter firm and he told me it looks 
like a $500.00 job, they do not know themselves. I then 
called up Inspector Robertson who is at work again and 
gave him an outline of the trouble. We know we have to 
install 12 clean outs and may have to put in new pipes also, 
cannot say until we find out if we can get that cemented 
sediment out of the present pipes. 


The sediment comes from the natural chemicals in 
the water at the school. 


The job has to be done and Carter has the 
equipment and men to do it, but these jobs cannot be 
estimated on, we are in the hands of the plumber more or 
less.

My dear Mr. Hoey: 


I have been asked by Rev. Father Jeannotte, Principal of 
the Muscowequan Indian Residential School, who is now in the St. 
Boniface Hospital recuperating from an attack of typhoid fever, 
to acknowledge your letter addressed to him and dated September 12, 
1939. Father Jeannotte informs me that the refrigeration system 
which was installed in the school by the Department is in operation, 
but that ice is used for refrigeration instead of the ice-making 
machine. The reason for this is that there is no electrical 
service in that district and that electricity is generated by a 
gasoline engine which it is too expensive to operate in conjunction 
with a refrigeration plant. 


The outbreak of typhoid fever which took place in the 
school could hardly have been caused by the use of ice in the re- 
frigerator as no food, butter or milk comes in direct contact 
with the ice. It has been well established by the medical 
authorities of the province of Saskatchewan that this outbreak of 
typhoid fever was caused by drinking ice water made with ice 
teken from a slough, the water of which was found upon analysis 
to be infected with typhoid germs. 


All the ice which was left in the ice house, after its 
analysis had proven it to be affected, was thrown away and no 
more ice will naturally be taken from the infected slough. Next 
winter the ice for the school will be taken out of a nearby lake, 
the water of which, I am informed has been analysed and found to 
be free of all germs. 
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Should the province of Saskatchewan extend its hydro 
service along the highway into the village of lestock, it is to 
be hoped that the Department will agree to install it in the 
school so that the present refrigeration plant may be put in use. 


Hoping that the above explanation will be satisfactory,

Re letter 121-5-5 of April 8th last about 
frigidaire plant at Muscowequan Indian Residential School 
you say you were informed that the motor overheats 
to a point where the water in the system is changed into 
steam etc. 

On making enquiry into this matter I feel you 
must have been misinformed, in fact when you read th 
enclosed re; you may think you are reading about 
other place, there is no motor there at all, how could 
it heat ? 


Here is part of the report. 

Some years ago the principal found that tl cost 
of running the frigidaire plant was too high, the little 
motor at the frigidaire place was very small, but to start 
it running the large gasoline lighting plant had to start up, 
it turned on automatically. Therefore whenever the door of 
the frigidaire room was opened on went the plant. 

The principal therefore discoygmected the 
electric part and put the brine tank out of commission, 
he placed an ordinary tank in the room used for refrigeration 
and kept it full of ice, not very satisfactory but cheaper than 
the other system. This kept on till last year when the ice 
was contaminated and the staff got typhoid, the plant is 
still using the ice system. 

I had two inspections made here by Mr.Chapman 
of the Chapman Electric Co.Ltd of Yorkton, “ask., he made 
the inspections when he was in the district. I told him I

I wish to refer you to your letter noted above with respect 
to the lighting in the junior room of the Muscowequan Indian Residential 
School as reported by Inspector Moir on February 15th last. This matter 
was taken up with Mr. Waddy who was asked to investigate and report on it. 
His report was submitted to the Department on April 2nd under our File 
No. 312-11A R.C. 


T now have a letter from Mr. Waddy with respect to the same 
school stating that he is much concerned about its leaking roof. Mr. Waddy 
states that he has been informed that the Department got out blueprints for 
the proposed installetion of these extra windows. However, he sugrests that 
if funds ere not available, the metter of enlarging upon the lighting system 
in the junior room be postponed and the money made aveilable for repairing 
the roof. 


I am attaching a letter that Father Jeannotte, Principal of 
the Muscowequan School, has received from the C.C. Snowdon Company, Calgary, 
Manufacturers of semi=plastic roof cement. This is a tender to supply 
material consisting of Semi-plestic to repair the roof. You will] note that 
the price of this meterial is $1.50 per gallon and thet 90 gallons would be 
required. Ten percent discount is being allowed, making the total cost for 
repairing the roof $121.50. The Principal further states that the work will 
be done by themselves at no extra cost to the Department. 


I would recommend that Mr. Naddy's request be given considerat- 
ion and if money is at all available Mr. Waddy be advised with as little delay 
as possible as the weather is satisfectory for this type of work.

I also note your statement -- "They have 
given good service and have not been abused except 
that they have had to stand up to a lot of work".

Further to my memorandum of the 2lst ultimo 
regarding the above, I may say that as arranged, Mr. Gow 
carried out an inspection of the roof on the 22nd ultimo 
and we are now in receipt of his report dated the Sth 
instant. Mr. Gow states that the roofing on the main 
building, consisting of a central block and two wings, 
is in a very bad state of repair, the roofing being 
wrinkled and cracked, with considerable separation between 
the layers of felt; in spots the roof boards under the 
roofing are exposed. Much of the gravel has been removed 
by school employees, in attempting to carry out repairs 
which have proved ineffectual. ‘he roofing is not properly 
bonded to the walls and other vertical surfaces, and as 
@ result has pulled out from under the flashings. Mr. 

Gow considers that new roofing over the whole area will 
be necessary. 


The fleashings, while loosened and out of position, 
are in good condition and for the most part can be re-used. 
The condition of the bevelled cant strip will not be 
known until the roofing is removed. 


Leakage has ocourred through the roof and hes 
become evident in the dormitory ceilings, but up to the 
present the damage has not been extensive or serious. 


Mr. Gow estimates that the expenditure involved 
in replaciny the existing roof on the main building onl 
with a four ply felt and gravel roof, having a guarantee 
life of 15 years, and re-using existing flashing as far 
as practicable, to be in the neighbourhood of $1750.00. 
This amount would include all new materials required, 
labour, freight and engineering expenses. Repairs to 
interior plaster work, necessitated by roof leakage, 
are estimated to cost approximately 50.00, and are not 
included in the above figure. 


To obtain the best results, it is recommended 
thet the roofing and flashing work be carried out by 
contract under supervision of an engineer, and that Mr. 
Gow be authorized to obtain tenders from at least three 
approved contractors from Regina. The tenders would be 
based on specifications prepared by this service, and 
would include the provision of a bond covering the life 
of the new roofing.

I have the honor to report that the , 
principal of the Muscowequan Indian Residential} 
School had me look at one of his boilers last 
week. I went to the school and found he had 
disconnected the boiler altogether, had taken 
out one of the tubes and the condition of the 
boiler could be seen. The tubes are eaten 
out about half way in, they should be replaced. 
When locking at the boiler the engineer remarked 
that the crown sheet,which holds the end of the tubes 
wetier, was also about finished through action of 
minerals in the water. 


This meant that just putting in tubes 
would be a waste of money. 


E.H.Carter of Yorkton is sending two 
boilermakers to Gordon School to-morrow and they 
will call in at Muscowequan School and report to me 
on this boiler, which is the high pressure boiler 
with 48 tubes,2" x 3', we may have to buy a new 
boiler if the crown sheet is gone.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 
6th instant with reference to the boiler at 
the Muscowequan Indian Residential School. 

We have already expended an amount of nearl 
$2000.00 for repairs and improvements at this 
school this year. This is considerably more 
than the amount we intended to expend and 
under these circumstances it is practically 
impossible for us to consider the instellation 
of a new heating boiler at the present time. 


There is also the additional fact that 
due to ae conditions it is unlikely that 


the delivery of a boiler could be secured for 
several months. The Surveys & Engineering 
Branch point out that it is doubtful if e 

500 gallon tank would meet the requirements 
of the school. Taking everything into con- 
sideration I hope that the school will be

I have your letter of the 15th instant, 
enclosing requisition for materials for the Muscowequan 
Residential School. As you state in your letter, Mr. 
Davis forwarded a requisition on November 23 and we 
wrote to him on November 30 pointing out that we did 
not favourably consider the request made on the 
requisition and at that time we asked Mr. Davis to 
discuss the matter very carefully with the Principal. 
we also instructed him in the last paragraph of our 
letter of November 30 to let us know the name and 
address of the firm from whom any quotations were 
obtained. There has been so much delay in replying 
to our letter of November 30 that it is almost impossible 
for us to favourably consider such a large expenditure 
at the Muscowequan School at the present period of the 
fiscal year. I note from your letter that you have not 
discussed the requisition with the Principal and I should 
appreciate it if you would do so. For instance, the 
first items cover paint for farm buildings. while 
painting these buildings would no doubt give them a 
better appearance, I doubt the advisability of doing 
such work at the present time. 


With regard to the repairs requested 
for the Kelvinator refrigerator, I should appreciate 
your advising when this was installed and the name of 
the firm from whom it was secured.

I wish to bring to your attention that the Saskatchewan 
Power Commission are extendine their power line which will pass the 
Liuscowequan Indian Residential School, and in all probability the school's 
source of electrical power will be chanced from the present use of the lich 
Plant there connecting it with the power lines. 


I have a letter from Mr, Simpson, our Indian Agent at File Hills, 
drawing this part to my attention and ste ting he would like to have the 110 volt 
plant that is now at the school transferred to the Agency. At the present time 
there is a 32 volt lighting plant at the Agency operated by an old type one- 
cylinder Delco engine connected to a set of 16 cells. Also, another plant of 
the same voltage is used at the File Hills Residential School which is operated 
by 5 KeW. l-cylinder Delco engines attached to 16 celis. The Agent notes that 
it is difficult to get repairs for 32 volt plants as they are not as common 
as the 110 volt plants and he feels that more efficient service could be procured 
from the 110 volt plant. / It is his understanding that if the plant from 
Muscowequan School could be transferred they could have sufficient power to supply 
the school as well as the Agency particularly if 1/o or pe ssibly 4/o weatherproof 
copper wire was used to carry the current from the plant to the buildings. ‘The 
distance from the office to the residential school is about 550 yds. The plant 
could be installed in the old office building which is about 40 yds. from the 
present office, in fact this old building could be moved to any location that 
might be more suitable. The only work that will be necessary in this building 
is the construction of a cement foundetion for the plant, also 1100 yds. of copper 
wire, 50 heavy insulators and brackets therefore and 15 telephone poles would 
be required. The Agent estimates it would cost 991.10 to do this work. 


Before submitting this proposition to our Sranch TI have asked 
Mr. Simpson to contact the Inspector of the Saskatchewan Power Commission to 
look over the electrical wiring both at the school and at the Agency to see 
whether it would be in order to instal this plant. I have a copy of the results 
of their inspection at my office and I notice that whether we transfer the plant 
and change the power to 110 volts or not some repairs would have to be made to the 
wiring at the Agency and school before continuing in the matter and I would like 


to be advised....../ 
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to be advised whether our Branch are prepared to récommend the transfer 
of the plant from the Muscowequan School after they are connected to the 


power line.

I have your letter of the 3rd instant, with 
reference to transferring the electric light plant 
from the Muscowequan Residential School to the 
File Hills Agency. 


We have no definite information to the 
effect that the Muscowequan Residential Sehool is 
now receiving electricity from the provincial 
power line. The only reference to the matter on 
our file is a letter from agent Davis dated Mareh 
16 in which he intimated that the Muscowequan 
Sehool intended to have electricity placed in the 
barn. 


I note your suggestion that if the power 
plant were transferred power could be provided 
both to the agency building and to the File Hills 
Residential School. wWe have had considerable 
experience with such installations in other places, 
particulerly at Norway House, and they have always 
been a source of trouble and worry to our officials. 
Our experience in this regerd is that separate 
installations prove much more satisfactory to all 
parties concerned.

I called the Muscowequan School and was informed that the batteries 
are in excellent condition but the two engines that operate the plant are 
old and will need repairs. I am given to understand that the motors at the 
Gordon School are in excellent condition and if Mr. Davis' suggestion is 
approved then their electric plant should be in good working order. 


Your attention is drawn to Mr. Christianson's letter of October 3rd 
and your reply of October lith, file No. 121-1-5. You may wish to give 
further consideration to Agent Simpson's request. 


If the batteries are transferred to the Gordon Indian Residential 

School you will have two surplus Lester engines. One is a 27.5 amps.e 5 heDe 
which, according to report is in fair condition, and the other is a 55 amps. 
IO h.p. which requires minor repairs. If the plant can be used as A unit 
in some other school it Would not be wise to transfer the batteries to the 
Gordon School. However, the decision should be made at an early date as to 
what should be done with this plant as it is now not required at the Muscowequan 
School and will undoubtedly deteriorate if it is neglected. I am given to 
understand that one engine is being used to keep the batteries up. I should 
be pleased, therefore, if you would advise this office of your decision.

In a letter dated February 28, 1945, Mr. 
J. E. Morris, who was then acting Inspector of Indian 
Agencies, Regina, Sask., advised this office that 
owing to the Muscowequan School securing electrical 
power from the Provincial Power service, there were 
two surplus Lister engines at the school. 


One of these engines is stated to be 27.5 
amps. 5 H.P., in fair condition, and the other, 
55 amps., 10 H.P., requiring minor repairs. 


It is our intention to ship these engines 
to the Cariboo Indian Residential School in British 
Columbia, but, before doing so, we would like to have 
them placed in good condition. Can you have the neces- 
sary repairs done in Regina or some other place close 
to the Muscowequan School. The Department would 
appreciate it if you would make inquiries and let us 
cnow where you can have the work done, the approximate 
cost and the probable length of time it would require 
to place these machines in good condition. As soon as 
we hear from you, further instructions will be given 
to you and at that time we will also inform you of 
the correct address to which these two engines should 
be shipped.

At the Muscowequan Residential School, 
near Lestock, Sask., we have two surplus Lister engines. 
One is 27.5 amps., 5 H.P. and the other 88 amps. 16 
The former is stated to be in fair condition and the 
latter only requiring minor repairs. They are surplus 
to requirements at this school, as they have recently 
secured Hydro power. 


We have had considerable correspondence 
with the Cariboo Residential School regarding their 
requirements and we are considering transferring these 
two engines to that school, free of charge as far as 
the school is concerned. 


As shipment of these machines would have 
to be made via Vancouver, it occurred to me that possibly 
we could have them overhauled in Vancouver rather than 
sending them back to Winnipeg, where we can have them 
done by Mumford Medland. 


I would appreciate it if you would let me 
know as soon as possible if there is a firm in Vancouver 
who would overhaul these engines before sending them 
to Cariboo.

We just had a telephone call from Mr. Davis, the Indian 
Agent, from the Muscowequan Indian Residential School. The boiler at the 
school started leaking through faulty flues and, being an emergency case, 
it was decided to have the boiler sent in to Regina for repairs. However, 
it is the understanding that all of the flues in this boiler will have to be 
changed. We have the flues, 48 in number, and these will be sent in together 
with the boiler, but we would like to have authority from you for changing 
all of them as it will cost $1.25 a piece for taking them out and putting the 


new ones in, plus the freighting of the boiler from the school to Regina and 
back. 


The total cost for repairing the boiler will, therefore, come 
to 960.00 plus the freight, but we are not prepared to state the cost of the 
freighting. This boiler was repaired last fall but not completely, and it 
seems that it will be necessary to change all the flues. 


May I have your authority immediately as the boiler will be 
brought in on May 18th and we are trying to arrange with the Northwestern 
Iron Works to repair it immediately.

April 22, 1948, I have taken up the matter of the expenditure 
of the Muscowequan Indian Residential School with the 
Principal, as requested, and he hes reduced the amount of 
paint required as he will not do some of the work this year. 


I am enclosing herewith amended requisition for the paint. 

Fr. Robidoux has taken his prices for this from Ashdown's 
catalogue. However, if this was ordered from Sherwin-Williams 
Paint Company, Winnipeg, it would reduce the cost considerably 
as they allow us manufacturer's price, which is below the 
wholesale price. 


With reference to the dryer. I am enclosing herewith a drawing 
of the dryer. A lot of work has been done already by the 


Father on this as it is necessary to have some place to dry the 
cloths. These were hanging all over the engine room, halls 

and everything else. When completed I consider it will cost 
quite a bit more than shown on the requisition as Fr. Robidoux 
and Brother Boulet have been doing a lot of work on this which 
cost will be born by the school. 


I would recommend that if possible this expenditure be 
approved.

With such a light, sewing may be done without eye strain in 
any part of the home at any time.

The practice of 
placing oil, gas or electric lights on the leaf of the machine or a 
nearby table is dangerous, as they are so easily knocked off.

With reference to Major MacKay's memorandum of April 
12th which bears your marginal notation of the 13th instant in 
connection with the above, you are advised as follows. 


A study of the original plans reveals that the build- 
ing was erected in 1950-1931 and that the original heating 
system was designed for two pipe low pressure steam with two 
5000 square foot capacity return tubular low pressure steam 
steel heating boilers. The layout of piping according to the 
plans, is along conventional lines and the accessories includ- 
ing steam traps, valves, etcetera, are of a type in general use 
at the time the work was installed. No return pump was called 
for. Condensation is returned to the boilers through a com- 
bination boiler return trap and air eliminator assembly. 


If this assembly is still in use, it can be reason- 
ably assumed that the interior mechanism would not be in good 
operating condition after so many years of service as there is 
a tendency for rust and scale to develop, 


Mr. MacKay's memorandum contains a suggestion to con- 
vert this system to a vacuum return type as a means of improving 
the performance of the heating system. 


In a building which has been up for nineteen years, 
this operation would involve work of a major character and it 
is questionable at this time whether such a changeover would 
be warranted. In order to convert to a vacuum return system, 
not only is a vacuum pump required but every section of piping 
and all fittinge including valves, traps, etcetera, must be 
thoroughly checked for minute air and steam leaks. It is 
possible that all the radiator traps would have to be replaced, 
and it is a certainty that new traps would have to be provided 
at the ends of all steam mains, 


We are writing to Mr. Perrie requesting him to carry 
out an inspection based on a questionnaire prepared by this 
Division. It is expected that following receipt of this sur- 
vey, we will be able to make recommendations designed to im- 
prove the heating system without the necessity of changing 
over to @ vacuum design, 


When Mr. Perrie's data is received and analysed you 


will be further advised,

I presume our Branch will have received a copy of the 
report of Mr. W.W. Perrie, Supervising Engineer, on his inspection 
of the roofs of the Muscowequan Indian Residential School, dated 
June 23rd, 1949, his file I A 556-6. 


The Acting Superintendent of the Touchwood Agency had 
forwarded to this office a quotation of Messrs. F. Steele and 
Company, Yorkton, Saskatchewan for material $1475 and labour $1,000 
for repairing the roofs in question. The requisitions were held 
up pending ir. Perrie's report. Upon receipt of Mr. Perrie's 
report which gave an estimate of $1250 for the same job, I asked 
Mr. Nixon, Acting Superintendent, Touchwood Agency to get in 
touch with Messrs. F. Steele and Company, and if possible other 
contractors to endeavor to get a quotation somewhat nearer to the 
estimate of Mr. Perrie. 


Mr. Nixon again discussed the matter with Messrs. F. 
Steele and Company, 9nd their only suggestion was they would take 
the job on a cost plus and hourly basis and that it might be somewhat 
less than a total cost of $2475, but they would not guerantee any 
less. There is no other contractor in the Punnichy area who would 
be interested in this work, therefore, I discussed the matter with 
Mr. Perrie today, and he informed me that the figures were obtained 
from Westeel Products Limited of Regina, at their reguler prices, 
for the finished job.

We are in receipt of a report dated June 23, 1949, 
from Mr, W,W, Perrie, Supervising Engineer at our Regina 
office, He states Mr, J,P,B, Ostrander, Regional Supervisor, 
Indian Affairs, Saskatchewan, requested an inspection of the 
roof of the above school, which was reported to be leaking 
badly, 


The first report of roof leakage appears to be on 
September 24, 1938, when the building had been erected for 
some eight years, The roof was reported to be in bad condi- 
tion and at that time, it was recommended to be relaid, 


The roof of the main building was relaid in 1942 at 
a cost of $1,725,00, It now appears that the roofs of the 
entire establishment are leaking,causing distress to occupants, 
and damage to ceilings, partitions and interior walls, The 
main roof seems to be holding up with the exception of flash- 
ings around drains, ventilators and parapet walls, 


The report contains no reference to any structural 
defects in the roof construction, undue settlement or shrinkage, 
so it must be assumed that workmanship and economical use of 
flashing and roofing materials are at fault, We have checked 
the original plans for structural strength, and if installed 
as shown, no fault can be found with the structural steel de- 
sign, which plans indicate as web steel joists and steel beams, 


The essentials of the report show that certain roofs 
must be entirely relaid, others will be satisfactory with per- 
tions of roof relaid, while considerable repairs to the flash- 
ing is required, The estimated cost of the work is $1,250,00 
plus contingencies $125,00, and engineering services and ins-

These 
plans are well laid out in general and with one or two minor 
exceptions, can be considered to contain the elements of good 
design. Upon calculating the heat loss in the Girls! Sewing 
Room, Boys' Classroom and Boys! Dormitory, it was found that 
additional radiation will be required to bring these rooms up 
to 70 degrees F. against the recognized 35 degrees F. below 
zero outside base temperature. It will also be necessary to 
check the gradient of all the return mains and to re-grade 
some where necessary down in the direction of flow 1/4" in 
10'-0", All run outs from steam and return mains to ground 
floor radiators and risers must also be checked for proper 
gradient. These lines should be graded back to mains 1/4" per 
foot.

After a careful study of Mr. Perrie's report together 
with a thorough examination of the original heating plans, we 
can offer the following comment and recommendations :- 


There is no reason to doubt that the heating system 
was installed in accordance with the original plans. These 
plans are well laid out in general and with one or two minor 
exceptions, can be considered to contain the elements of good 
design. Upon calculating the heat loss in the Girls' Sewing 
Room, Boys' Classroom and Boys' Dormitory, it was found that 
additional radiation will be required to bring these rooms up 
to 70 degrees F. against the recognized 35 degrees F. below 
zero outside base temperature. It will also be necessary to 
check the gradient of all the return mains and to re-grade 
some where necessary down in the direction of flow 1/4" in 
10'=0", All run outs from steam and return mains to ground 
floor radiators and risers must also be checked for proper 
gradient. These lines should be graded back to mains 1/4" per 
foot.

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The boiler return trap and air eliminator assembly 
can be considered practically useless and should be replaced 
by a relatively inexpensive horizontal condensation return 
pump. This will entail some minor piping revisions at the 
boilers. 


A new vertical high pressure boiler is needed for the 
laundry services. In conclusion it is therefore recommended, 
on the strength of Mr. Perrie's report together with data ob- 
tained from the original plans, that the following operations 
be carried out in order to bring the heating system up to a 
reasonable standard. 


Install an additional 40 square feet E.D.R. in the 
Sewing Room. 


Install an additional 30 square feet E.D.R. in the 
Girls' Classroom. 


Install an additional 60 square feet E.D.R. in the 
Boys! Dormitory. 


Check return mains throughout and re-grade where 
necessary by means of shortening some connections, 
adjusting hangers, etcetera. Check and adjust 
grade of all run outs and spring pieces to ground 
floor radiator connections and to risers. 


(e) Install new horizontal condensation pump and con- 
nect to boilers using the Hartford loop arrange- 
ment. 


(f) Provide new 10 H.P. high pressure vertical steel 
boiler for laundry services. 


Until a layout can be made it will not be possible to 
provide an accurate estimate of the cost of the above work, but 
it is felt that the sum of $3,000.00 will be required.

My girl hes been atten@dtgethe Muscowequon Indian 
Mission at Lestock now for four years, and is still unable to 
recite the A. B. C alphabet, the boy owing to sickness has 
not attended so long, but he is very backward for the time he has 
been in school, I have decided that I am going to take my 
children out of the Muscowequon Indian MissiongSchool, and 
place them in & public school and pay for their education in 
the public school, 


I do therefore most respectfully request that 
I be gramted a Permit to take my children from the liuscowequon 
Indien Mission School, and place them in the public school 
on the south of the Keservel to-wit)Virag School which is willing 
to take my children and educate them along with the white 
children, I am verily informed that to comply with the Education 
Act, that so long as my children are receiving the proper 
education as prescribed by the Saskatchewan School Act, that 
this can be given at any Place set apart for the education of 
pupils, Therefore it is my intention to discontinue to send 
my children to the Muscowequon Indian Mission School, and to 
send them to the Virag School District, where I verily beleive 
that they will obtain better education than they have been 
getting at the Mission. For your information I myself did 
attend at this same Mission School when I was a boy for twelve 
long years, and can searely read @ newspaper now, I do not wish to 
go into this matter, but, I am not satisfied with the education 
my children are getting, there;t respectfully beg for a permit 
to avoid further trouble with the school principal with regard 
to the attendance of my children «t the said school,

The Department does not place much reliance in this statement, 
as the report of Inspector R. C. Moir, who inspected the school 
on January 9th, last, read in part as follows:- 


“fhe work in all three classrooms shows 
continued expansion. The problem of oral 
language is being attacked on many sides. 
Written language and drawing continue to be 
the ‘show’ work of the school. I found need 
of systematic drill in the mechanics of 
arithmetic, a need which has already been 
felt by the teachers and is being met. Among 
the junior pupils I noted a freedom and 
happiness, a spontaneity which I thought 
desirable."

I am in receipt of your letter of October 
22, enclosing letters received from Indian Agent 
Waddy and the Principal of the Muscowequan Indian 
Residential School, vith reference to the admission 
of the children of Mr. Charles Folstrom. 


In 1931 we received request for the 
admission of these children to an Indian residential 
school, Information supplied at that time indicated 
that Folstrom is an American Indian, who, previous to 
1931, had resided for about twelve years near Lestock, 
Saskatchewan. 


At that time Mr. Waddy was informed that the 
Department did not consider these children our wards 
and therefore we were not prepared to consider admitting 
them to any Indian residential school. After carefully 
considering the present application, I oan see no 
reason for changing the decision made in 1931, 

From the information we have received, I am 
inclined to feel that Folstrom is entitled to send his 
children to a “white” school. If he has lived in the 
Province for some 18 years he is entitled to the same 
privilegee in regard to education as to any other 
resident.
